The teglimony of an overwhelming
majority of experlenced army officers
I= that lhe sale of malt and vinous
liquors at the army post canteen un-
dver rogulations ealeulated to preévent
exeosser and enforce temperance Is an
inealenlable Improvement upon the al-
ternative proposition, which I8 that
the teaffle In intoxicants should pass
fraom the control of the prmy anthorl=
ties Into the eontrol of the vultures
like civillans who bualt thelr man traps
with the vilest Indueements just he-
yond the line where the commande's
anthority ceases,

On the one hand, elnmoring against
intelligent restrietion, we hiave o mass
of persons in civil life whose honesty
of Intentions and devollon to an ideal
theory are beyond reproach hut who
have no standing whatever as wit-
nisses to the practieal condillons of
army life, many of them never hove-
Ing seen o canteen.

N THE COURBE of his refer-
enees 1o the campalgn in China
Secretary Root In his annual re-
port mentions an act of cour-

tesy on the part of Japan which is
worthy of notice. The climate of the
provinee of Chill, in which our sol-
dlers operated, was Intensely hot when
the relief forces arrived but in winter
it becomes extremely cold. This nec-
cssitated the gending of 6 months'
lieavy supplies,

But the Washington authorities here
encountered an ohstacle. "It was Im-
possible" says the gecretary, “to dis-
continue the regular supply service for
the army In the Phllippines, In which
our fleet of transports were engaged;
It was impossible to withdraw from
thit service o sufliclent number of
vessels for g seporiate serviee to China,
and thepre was not time to gecure new
transports, The problem wis solved,
honwever, through the courtesy of the
Jupanese government, which, upon our
application through the State depart-
ment, In the most friendly spirvit, per-
mitted us to use the port of Nagasukl,
where the lines from the United States
to Manlln on the south and to Taku on
the north diverged, for the transship-
ment of supplies and material without
passing through thelr custom-house
and for the trunsfer of men not carry-
I wrms, This enabled us to establish
i subsldlary serviee, which, In connee-
tlon with the main service to and from
this country, distributed both men and
materinls between Nugasakl and Ma-
nila and between Nugasaki and Taku,
prictieally using both our Paclile ports
and Manila ns main bases and Np-
gasakl as a secondary bse of supply.
This arrangement was also very con-
venient and, a8 [t ultimately proved,
very valuable, In enabling us to direct
cach organization as It left this coun-
Ly o look for orders at Nagasakl,
s that If at any time It should be-
come apparent, as of courss we nlways
fearded 1t possible, that thelr ser-
viees were not needed In Chlnn they
could be diverted from Nagasukl to
the Phillppines, to tonke the place of
an equal number of volunteers."

As bearing upon the milltary quallty
of the Japanese soldiers in the Pekin
relief expedition, it Is worthy of note
that General Chaffee In his most in-
teresting report of the American ex-
perlences in China, while striving to be
neutral In his comments wpon the al-
lied forces, exhibits poorly concealed
enthusiasm for the Japanese and Brit-
ish, and equally poorly masked con-
tempt for the Russian nnd French sol-
dlers, To the Japanese he glves credit
for most of the qulck marching, ef-
fective scouting, clever strategy and
tireless fighting done on the way from
Tien-tsin to Pekin, and in this testi-
mony he is corroborated by most of
the American and Hritlsh newspaper
correspondents.

The United Bdates are especlally for-
tuniate to be upon such good terms
with thelr leading and promising nelgh-
bors in the Paclfic,

This gave the latter the generally ervone-
mis impression that he was getting a rare har-
galn, It it led to all Kinds of discrimination,
some advertisers payving twice as moch as othe
eri for the same seeviee: i was unbusinesslike,
unfaie and, from thestandpolnt of newspaper sell=
respect,  sulcidaly moreover, It owas o budiness
nethod thut the plvertiser wonld wot for a mo-
ment tolevite in the sale of lis own goods Lo
the puhlic,

The absenee of a definite Axed price for wdver-
tising nod the taking of business on the any-
thing-yone-cansget peineiple lod o another resalt
unfair to the ool advertiser. 1t epabled the
foreign wilvertiser—the patent medieing and pro-
prictary article tom—theough experienced adver-
tining agents 10 hagele with the fHexible puliliah-
er for the hest poasitions in the paper nt the low-
est orates mind to carcy lug point nine times out
of ten. We Know of instances in which the hoest
spiees in some papers hove been farmed out 1o
foreign  mlvertisers ot from  oneshall to one-
third the price demanded of the local merchant
for Anferior positions,  This Is grossly unjust and
utterly e wlizing to newspaper valupes,

The fate vale applied by The Teibune to all
but oldwwonteaot business pits every advertiser
on an equallty withe every other, The merchant
who takes space in this paper under s terms
can veal assured that his competitor in the pext
block is wot recolving o rebate or diseonnt,  Nor
onti any outahler get into tne paper on better
terms  than w Jocal  patron,. We could  print
double, perhaps teeble the quantity of foreign
advertislng  which we are now  carrying It we
woulid shule the price. We could double our
local volume but nat value of business If will-
Ing to joln in a seramble for advertising quan-
tity regardlesa of price. We charge a fale price
for w service than which there is none better in
our fleld: and we atick to that price, This, we
contend, s the only businesslike aml equitable
wav,
